[The following Fragment, translated by the late 
Percy Bysse Shelley from « German book, whose 
title, says he, | have endeavoured to discover, ap- 
pears to have furmshed the germ of most of the 
fine things in Lord Byron’s Mantred. | 

Ahauserus, the Jew, crept from the dark 
cave of Mount Carmel. Nearly 2000 
years had elapsed since he was first goaded 
by never-ending restlessness, to rove the 
globe from pole to pole. When our Saviour 
was wearied with the burden of his ponde- 
rous cross, and wanted to rest before the 
door of Ahasuerus, the unfeeling wretch 
drove him away with brutality. ‘The Sa- 
viour of mankind staggered, sinking under 
the heavy load, but uttered no complaint. 
An angel of death appeared belore Aha- 
suerus, and exclaimed indignantly, * Bar- 
vbarian! thou has denied rest te the Son of 
Man; be it denied thee also, until he comes 
to judge the world.’ 

A black demon let loose from hell upon 
Ahasuerus, goads him now from country 
to country: he is denied the consolations 
which death affords, and precluded from 
the rest of the peaceful grave. 

Ahasuerus crept forth from the dark 
cave of Mount Carmel. He shook the dust 
from his beard, and taking one of the skulls 
heaped there, hurled it down the eminence.

up the horses, when Henry made his appearance, 
and Eclipse soon after. The doubts which had be- 
fore been entertained, (and they were many,) that 
the southern sportsmen would pay forfeit and there 
would be no race, vanished at once, and all was 
anxi¢ty to see the result of the contest. The hour 
of starting soon arrived, but such was (he immense 
crowd upon the course in solid column, for near a 
quarter of a mie both right and left of the judges’ 
box, that some minutes were taken up by the offi- 
cer- in clearing it; nor was it effected withou: 
much difficulty. About ten minutes after one P 
M. both horses set off at the tap of the drum; 
Henry taking the lead and keeping it the whole 
four miles, came in about half a length ahead.— 
Aithough several efforts were made by the rider 
0. Eclipse, a young man whose name we do nut re- 
collect, to pass his antagonist, still he couid not 
accomplish it. The result of this heat was so dif- 
ferent from what the northern sportsmen had cal- 
culated upon, that the mercury fell instantiy be 
low the freezing point.

No less do the Directors regret the tardy pro- 
gress of general impro: ement in the state of co- 
lomal bondage. More than fifteen years have 
elapsed since the Abolition of the Sla e Trade 
was enacted by the Briush Parliament; but du- 
ring that long period, no etfectit e measures ha.e 
been adopted, either by the Imper.al Legislature 
or by the Colonial Assembles, for ameliorating 
the condition of the Sla e, or paving the way to 
his future emancipation. In many of the colonies 
voluntary manumissions by the master still con- 
tinue to be loaded with hea y imposts; and this 
cruel tax upon priate bene olence, pre ails even 
in colomes where the crown is the sole legislator. 
In all, the Sla e continues absolutely inadmissi- 
ble as a witnessin any causc, whether ci-il or 
criminal, which concerns persons of free condi- 
tion; and even in questions affecting his own 
personal freedom, aid that of his postenty for 
e er, the oaus still rests on him to prove that he 
is free, and not, as in all justice it ought to do, 
upon the person denying his freedom, to prove 
that he is a slate. In none is the marriage of the 
sla e made‘legal, or guarded by any legal -sanc- 
tions ; and with partial exceptions, his instruc- 
tions in Christianity is left to the fortuitous efiorts 
of voluntary missionaries. These are some of 
the opprobrious circumstances which continue to 
attach, with undiminished force, to our colonial 
system, and for which it is clearly the duty of 
this country to pro. ide a remedy. 

How ditlerent, or rather how opposite, in all 
particulars, is the scene exhibited to the wor id 
all the provinces of Alfiica that are under the do- 
mion of the crown of France | While we cannot but 
feel confident, that what has been accomplished 
at Sierra Leone will bave the effect of vindicating 
the much injured natives of Atrica, from those im- 
putauions of mferiority to the rest of ihe species 
witich have been so unjustly cast on thems we can- 
not also but indulge the hope, that, if our neigbours 
ot France wiil not be mfueneéed by a ngher Motive 
we shall savely shame them out of boiding forth 
such humiliating and disgraceful contrast to the 
example of this country, as will be afforded by 
their still continving to diffuse desolaon and 
misery throughont chat unhappy land,
